ALMA  MATER 

Mary  Washington  College  of  the  University  of  Virginia  had  its  most 
successful  Summer  School  of  Music.  The  school,  which  draws  a  number  of 
students  from  New  York  state — a  third  are  out  of  Virginia — has  also  been 
cited  in  the  New  York  Times  recently  as  one  of  the  rising  new  music 
schools  in  the  country.  There  were  68  major  subjects  taught.  The  orchestra 
varied  from  28  to  30  pieces  and  made  its  debut  at  Charlottesville. 

The  college  also  broke  the  records  as  having  the  largest  Freshman 
class  this  fall,  numbering  800.  The  total  enrollment  was  1,600  at  the 
beginning  of  the  46th  annual  session.  Dr.  Combs  greeted  the  freshman  class 
with  "Your  simplest  and  most  important  reason  for  coming  to  the  college 
is  to  achieve  intellectual  and  emotional  maturity  and  I  want  each  of  you  to 
take  full  advantage  of  your  stay."  They  were  also  greeted  by  Dean  Alvey 
and  the  newly  appointed  Assistant  Dean  of  Instruction,  Dr.  Reginald  W. 
Whidden. 

On  October  24,  the  two  new  dormitories,  known  as  the  "Golden 
Horse  Shoe",  Ann  Mason  Hall  and  Mary  Randolph  Hall,  were  dedicated. 
They  are  located  across  from  George  Washington  Hall.  When  you  visit 
the  campus,  be  sure  to  see  these  magnificent  new  buildings. 

We  welcome  back  to  the  campus  Dr.  and  Mrs.  James  H.  Dodd,  who 
spent  last  year  in  Manila.  They  traveled  over  23,000  miles  during  last 
year.  We  extend  our  sympathy  to  Dr.  Keith  in  the  loss  of  his  wife  on 
October  20.
